The 
meeting covered several policies and 
tasks that must be reviewed as the 
2013-14 school year comes to an end. 

Hickman County High School 
Principal Perry Collins shared the 
principal report for the high school 
including dates for semester testing 
and graduation. Project Graduation 
will be held on May 30 starting at 


10:30 p.m. He reminded the board that 
the Baccalaureate for seniors would be 
held on Wednesday May 28 at 7 p.m. 
at New Harmony Baptist Church in 
Clinton. 

Vickie Batts of the Hickman County 
Family Resource Center attended the 
meeting to discuss the ASAP program 
for the 2014-15 school year. ASAP 
stands for Agency for Substance Abuse 
Policy. The Kentucky ASAP was 
created in 2000 in attempt to reduce 
the prevalence of alcohol, tobacco 
and drug use among youth and adults 
in the state. Hickman County was the 


only county in western Kentucky that 
did not have its own ASAP Board. 
With funding being limited Batts 
asked for the School Board’s support 
to join Fulton County’s ASAP Board 
to form a Fulton/Hickman County 
ASAP Board. Fulton County’s Board 
has offered for Hickman County to 
be added to the upcoming contract to 
include them in the benefits towards 
abuse awareness. The Boards are each 
made up of 15 members including 
county judge executive, local law 
enforcement, select school board 
members and others in the community. 


The board approved Batts’ request 
and Superintendent Casey Henderson 
committed to doing a letter of support 
needed for the transition. 

In Henderson’s May Superintendent 
Report he was proud to announce 
that Hickman County High School 
received a bronze ranking from the 
U.S. News and World Report earlier 
this month. 

“This ranking is a result of three 
criteria. First, our students are

According to the American Cancer Society, 
25,770 Kentuckians are expected to be diagnosed 
with some form of cancer this year.

Dear Cody, 

I don’t think so. When you 
take money out of a 401(k) they 
charge you a 10 percent penalty, 
plus your tax rate. Your tax rate is 
about 20 percent, so that means 
you’re going to take a 30 percent 
hit. While I love dumping debt, 
your idea would be kind of 
like saying, “I want to borrow 
$11,000 at 30 percent interest to 
pay off my debt.” That doesn’t 
make a lot of sense, does it? 

I never tell folks to cash out 
a 401(k) or IRA to pay off debt, 
unless it’s the only way to avoid 
foreclosure or bankruptcy. You’re 
not facing either one of those 
situations, Cody. So my answer 
is no.

Dear Dave, 

What do you think about 
making bi-weekly mortgage 


payments?

Dear Jeremiah, 

I think it’s an awesome 
idea. By doing that, you can 
pay off a 30-year mortgage in 
about 22.8 years, on average, 
depending on the interest rate. 

However, I would never pay 
someone a fee to set up bi¬ 
weekly mortgage payments. All 
you do on a bi-weekly schedule 
is make half a payment every 
two weeks. Since there are 26 
two-week periods per year, that 
equals 13 whole payments. It’s 
nothing magical, and it’s not 
difficult. 

Go for it, Jeremiah. Get rid 
of that house payment as fast 
as you can. Just don’t pay extra 
fees to make it happen!

I owe the IRS $6,000, and 
currently I’m making monthly 
payments. Should I roll this 
debt into my debt snowball, and 
then really attack it when it gets 
to the top of the list?

Dear Jared, 

My advice would be to put 
the IRS at the very top of your 
debt snowball. Usually, when 
it comes to paying off debt, I 
advise people to arrange their 
debt snowball from smallest 
to largest, then start with the 


smallest one and work their 
way up. This doesn’t always 
seem to make mathematical 
sense, but the truth is personal 
finance is 80 percent behavior 
and only 20 percent head 
knowledge. Paying off some 
small debts quickly energizes 
you and gives you motivation. 
It makes you feel like you can 
really do it. Besides, if you 
were such a math genius you 
wouldn’t have debt in the first 
place. 

But the IRS is a different 
animal altogether. Their 
interest rates and penalties are 
ridiculously high. Plus, they 
have virtually unlimited power 
to collect. So put them at the 
top of the list, and get them 
paid off as fast as you can!
